KINDNESS  TO  OLD  PEOPLE 

Not  long  since  a sad  story  was  told  of 
an  old  mother  who  was  left  to  live  alone 
for  ten  years.  They  had  toiled  together, 
and  had  raised  and  educated  four 
children.  The  two  boys  soon  tired  of 
farm  life  and  moved  off  to  distant  cit 
.es  where  they  found  lucrative  employ- 
ment. The  girls  were  beautiful  and 
fascinating  and  ere  long  they  married 
professional  men.  The  parents  were 
proud  of  their  children  and  rejoiced  in 
their  success,  but  their  lives  seemed  so 
dreary  and  oftimes  they  sighed  for  those 
so  dear  to  them.  One  cold  winter  the 
father  exposed  himself  in  the  care  of  the 
stock,  pneumonia  seized  him  and  in  a 
few  days  he  passed  over  the  dark  riv- 
er.

Months 
and  months  she  lived  on  hoping  that  one 
at  least  would  invite  her  to  the  hearth- 
stone where  she  could  be  loved  and  car- 
d'd for,  hut  there  seemed  no  room  in  the 
home  and  no  room  in  the  heart  for  this 
Jioor,  feeble  woman.  At  last  the  hope 
failed  and  the  only  companionship  she 
had  was  writing  to  her  dead  husband, 
telling  him  all  of  her  sorrows  and  woes. 
At  Inst  her  heart  broke  and  to  distant 
cities  this  message  went  speeding,,/ 
“Come  quickly,  your  mother  is  dying.” 
The  youngest  daughter,  the  habv,  the 
one-time  pet,  reached  her  first,  but  she 
could  not  speak,  a hand  clasp  was  all 
that  she  could  give  before  her  spirit  had 
passed  to  the  beautiful  beyond.  Tlie 
others  enme  and  wept  bitterly  over  the 
cold  inanimate  clay.  They  buried  her 
in  a costly  casket,  piled  high  with  rare 
and  fragrant  exotics.  After  the  funer- 
al was  over,  in  looking  over  her  belong- 
ings, they  found  a package  of  letters  ad 
dressed  to  their  father.  They  opened 
them  and  found  all  of  her  anguish  de- 
scribed. All  of  the  pages  were  blurred 
with  tears  and  the  last  one  end- 
ed with  “God  pity  me  and  take  me 
home.”  It  was  n sad  group  that  seemed 
now  to  hear  that  plaintive  wail  and  see 
again  their  gray-haired  mother. 

Another  old  couple  who  had  come  ov- 
er to  America  from  Holland,  had  sent 
their  children  to  college,  where  they  im- 
bibed new  ideas  and  new  ambitions.

beside  the  wide  fireplace  thoughts  of 
other  days  came  to  their  minds  and 
Gretchen  said,  “I  can  almost  see  the  lit- 
Me  stockings  that  used  to  hang  on  these 
little  pegs  waiting  for  Kris  Kringle.” 

^ es,  said  her  companion,  “I  can  almost 
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hear  the  boys  shout  when  they  found  tfie 
good  tilings.  I guess  they  think  we  are 
too  old  for  Christmas  joys,  for  they 
have  not  even  sent  us  a letter  to  show 
their  remembrance.”  Gretcheu’s  heart 
was  too  full  for  words,  but  she  went 
and  found  an  old  wooden  shoe  and  pine 
ed  outside  the  door.  Santa  Claus  dwl 
not  disappoint  her  fofthe  next  morn- 
ing it  was  filled  jwith  beautiful  snow. 

In  a cottage  on  a hillside  the  light 
was  burning,  and  a sweet-faced  old  la- 
dy was  preparing  the  evening  meal.  All 
day  she  liajd  been  busy  baking,  and  tlie 
savory  dishes  were  piled  high  on  the 
sideboard.  Soon  a th in -haired  man 
came  in  with  a basket  of  packages.  In 
a sad  tone  he  said,  “There  was  no  let- 
ters, Lucy, [and  I’m  afraid  none  of  ttyem 
are  coming.”  A quiver  of  pain  came 
to  her  face  hut  she  answered  quietly, 
“Maybe  we  will  get  letters  from  them 
tomorrow;  you  know  it  is  still  two  days 
’till  Christmas.”  They  sat  down  near 
each  other  at  the  table  ami  tlie  blessing 
was  asked  in  fervent  tones,  only  these 
words  were  added,  “Give  us  the  joy 
of  having  our  children  with  ns  during 
the  season  of  joy  and  good  will.”  That 
reminds,  me,  Ephraim/  did  you-  gpt  a 
present  for  each  one  of  Frisco's  chil- 
dren, and  did  you  remember  that  J.jmes 
lias  four  boys?  “Yes,  I have  somctjiing 
for  all  of  them,  and  I didn’t  even  forget 
the  nurse  girl  that  Janie  always  brings 
witli  her.  It  has  been  three  years  since 
they  came  to  spend  the  yuletide  witfli  ns 
nnd  we  must  give  them  rovnl  ehoer.” 
Their  thoughts  turned  backward  tjiirty 
years  when  Frisco,  James  nnd  Clarence 
were  wee  tots  making  the  old  homo  joy- 
ous nnd  bright.  Their  minds  were  fill- 
ed with  sweet  memories  and  dear  little 
faces  flitted  before  them. 

The  next  day  no  letter  came,  hut  the 
day  following  there  was  one  from  their 
James.

No- word  enme  from  Clarence 
until  the  25th,  when  they  read  ajs  fol- 
lows:

I’m  sure  I’ll  soon  grow  quite 
strong.  How  I venro  to  lie  witjh  vou 


today  and  show  you  how  fondly  1 love 
you.  Do  not  forget  your  i*oor  lx>y  who 
is  a wanderer  on  the  western  plains.” 

God  bless  our  l*oy  was  tbe  response 
that  came  from  each  heart  and  in  sweet 
sympathy  they  wept  together. 

If  these  lines  should. fall  undeV  the 
eye  of  any  who  have  lxxm  careless  al»out 
showing  affection  to  their  parents,  jx?r- 
baps  it  will  cause  them  to  think  how  sen- 
sitive they  are,  and  how  they  long  for 
tenderness,  especially  at  Christmas  time 
whe.n  the  home-coming  of  loved  ones 
makes  the  heart  young.  If  I can  add 
one  joy  to  their  lived  then  these  lines 
will  not  have  Wn  written  in  vain.

PASTOR  J.  J WALKER  RESIGNS  AT 
SHUB-UTA. 

With  the  night  service,  December  18, 
Brother  Walker  closed  a four  years’ 
pastorate  with  the  Shuhuta  Baptist 
church.  Instead  of  preaching,  he  gave  a 
review  of  the  work  done,  with  some 
comparisons  that  brought  out  clearly 
some  of  the  good  done  during  that  time. 
The  memlicrship  has  grown  from  7f»  to 
122.  The  first  prayer  meeting  held  after 
he  came  was  attended  hv  six  |x>raons, 
while  there  have  !>oeii  m*  many  as  100 
present  sine*,  at  some  -of  them.  The 
year  before  he  took  charge,  the  church 
gave  for  State,  Homo,  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions $98.50,  while  for  the  year  just 
closed  it  gave  $394.70.  During  the  four 
yenrs  nearly  $2,000  has  Iwhmi  sjient  on  • 
the  church  property.  The  year  lx»fore 
he  came,  the  Chicknsnbay  Association 
gave  for  State,  Home,  nnd  Foregn  Mis- 
sions $424.88,  which  was  just  $30.18 
more  than  was  given  by  tbe  Shubtita 
chnrch  Inst  year,  while  thp  Association 
gave  the  past  year  $1 , 389.70  f or  these 
pnrposes. 

In  making  n comparison  with  some 
of  the  other  churches  of  the  Association 
he  stated  that  Enterprise.  Stonewall, 
Quitman  nnd  Wayneslxiro,  with  a to 
tal  membership  of  934,  nil  gave  only 
$2.07  more  lor  State,  Home  nn/f  Foreign 
Missions  last  rear  Ilian  Shi'ibiita,  or 
$397.37. 

It  is  a regret  to  the  wholq.  Association 
Hint  Brother  Walker  feels  thnt  it  is  lx**t 
that  he  sever  his  connection  with  this 
work  nnd  seek  a new  field  of  Inlxir.  And 
any  field  needing  a pastor  would  do  well 
to  open  correspondence  with  him,  and 
if  it  can  succeed  in  locating  him  among 
its  own  flock,  stand  by  him  in  his  ef- 
forts to  bring  them  up  to  higher  planes 
of  Christian  life  nnd  usefulness.

1st,  we  must  possess  the 
right  spirit:  “Peace  upon  earth  and 
good  will  towards  men,”  the  spirit  of 
Christ.

Third,  we  must  be 
liberal  in  our  gifts  to  advance  the  Lord’s 
work.  If  we  first  really  give  ourselves, 
what  we  have  will  follow,  as  needs  shall 
arise.  Life  in  its  simplest  form  is  a 
struggle,  and  the  higher  the  life  aimed 
at,  the  fiercer  will  be  the  conflict,  be- 
cause we  shall  war  against  spiritual 
wickedness  in  high  places.

A SIGNIFICANT  FACT. 


During  the  recent  session  of  the  Pres- 
bytery held  in  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  on  the 
13th  day  of  December,  the  committee  on 
bills  and  overtures,  of  which  Rev.  Dr.  D. 
S.  Schaff,  of  the  Western  Theological 
Seminary,  was  chairman,  reported  rec- 
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oinmending  that  the  words  “'Sprinkling” 
and  “pouring”  l>e  stricken  from  the 
confession  and  the  word  “baptize”  lie 
substituted.  Ip  support  of  the  recom- 
mended change,  Dr.  Schaff  emphasized 
the, fact  that  “baptism”  was  from  the 
Greek,  meaning  to  “put  under,”  declar- 
ing that  even  in  Germany,  where  the 
Baptists  had  practically  no  following, 
the  question  was  not  an  issue,  all 
churches  conceding  that  immersion  is 
scriptural,  in  the  heated  discussion, 

Rev'.  John  Royal  Harris  said:  “I  would 
not  and  could  not  immerse  in  the  name 
of  the  Trinity,  and  I would  leave  the 
church  first,”  while  the  Rev.  C.  S. 
George  suggested  that  those  who  desired 
the  radical  change  should  be  given  “a 
clean  bill  of  health  and  sent  over  to  the 
Baptist  church.”  There  is  neither  ar- 
gument nor  Scripture  in  these  ebuli- 
tions.  They  simply  enlphasized  and  ad- 
vertised conscious  discomfiture. 

So  far  as  we  have  read,  there  was  no 
effort  to  disprove  immersion  from  the 
Bible.  These  reverend  gentlemen, 
though  they  are  bound  by  ecclesiastical 
formulae  and  practice,  are  scholars. 
The  Schaffs  have  long  been  regarded  by 
innnersionists  as  exceptionally  fair  and 
honest.  The  proposed  change  was  not 
adopted  by  the  Presbytery,  but  the  agi- 
tation is  significant,  emanating  from 
some  of  their  most  scholarly  men,  and  in 
Pittsburg,  which  is  regarded  as  head- 
quarters among  northern  Presbyterians. 
Wherever  there  is  an  organic  ailment, 
there  will  always  be  symptomatic,  warn- 
ings.

He 
is  a Rankin  county  l*ov,  of  whom  Mis- 
sissippi is  justly  proud. 

During  Brother  E.  D.  Solomon’s  stay 
in  Helena,  Ark.,  there  were  153  addi- 
tions, mostly  by  baptism,  and  alsmt  $19- 
000  raised  for  all  purposes,  and  two  mis- 
sion chapels  built  and  Sunday  Schools 
organized  in  them.

Let  every  good  citizen  exert 
himself  to  annually*  reduce  the  number.

The  Institute  at  Newton  for  the  help 
of  ministers  and  others  who  lead  in  our 
Lord’s  work,  has  just  closed.

I 
have  not  seen  the  program  in  full,  but 
I learn  that  Dr.  J.  T.  Christian  , of  Lit- 
tle Rock,  Arkansas,  our  great  historian, 
will  deliver  at  each  night  session  an  ad 
dress  on  Baptist  History,  and  that  Dr. 
Venable  wilt  -occupy  nt  least  four  hours 
a day  in  the  straight  along  study  of 
perhaps,  the  l*ooks  of  Galatians  and 
Philippians.

All  who 
know  Dr.  Venable,  and  also  know  our 
Louisville  Baptist  Seminary  leading  pro- 
fessors well  know  that  he  is  not  one  who 
is  behind  any  of  them  as  a Scriptural 
exegete.

, have  never  enjoyed  even  high  school 
advantages  much  less  college  or  semi- 
nary courses.  Some  of  Jhat  class  arc 
self-conscious  of  their  lack  of  knowl- 
| edge  and  are  so  timid  they  will  not. 
through  fear  of  embarrassment,  put 
themselves  in  so  close  a touch  with  the 
brethren.  Others  are  knowingly  in 


need  of  information,  but  an*  prejudiced 
against  all  preuchers  who  stand  high- 
er in  the  public  esteem  than  tljey  and 
never  will  attend  these  institutes. 

If  these  brethren  of  all  these  daases 
will  just  overcome  these  barriers  apd  - 
attend  one  institute  it  will  effectually 
straighten  out  their  shoulders.  The 
great  rank  and  file  of  t Ik*  plodding 
preachers  whether  they  Iks  cultured  or 
uncultured,  who  art*  really  doing_things, 
need  no  urging  to  attend.  If  not  pro- 
videntially kept  back,  they  will  Is*  there 
ready  to  refresh,  replenish  and  respir- 
itualize  their  forces  for  the  Muster  * 
use.

I have  often  wondered  when  rending 
the  {>esfiimistic  words  of  others,  if  the 
cause  of  tlieir  pessimism  is  the  same  ns 
that  whirh  causes  mine,  viz:  sin  in  word, 
thought  or  deed;  omitted  or  committed. 


of  us  most  of  the  time,  and  self,  poor 
fallen,  sorded  self,  conscious  of  its  own 
sin,  turns  the  eyp  from  looking  at  the 
face  of  Christ  to  looking  at  the  faults 
of  men;  seemingly  trying  to  ease  the 
conscience  by  suggesting  that  “as  1 am, 
all  others  are” — sinful,  and  that  sugges- 
tion, backed  by  consciousness  of  my  own 
condition,'  breeds  the  pessimistic  spir- 
it. . Then  I am  a pessimist. 

In  some  respects  the  world  may  be 
growing  worse.  Let  it  be.  God  said 
that  it  would.  But  the  Sovereign  God 
is  unchanged,  and  “Jesus  Christ  is  the 
same  yesterday,  today  and  forever,” 
therefore,  He  still  reigns,  and  “must 
reign  until  He  has  put  all  enemies  un- 
der His  feet;”  and  there  are  thousands 
of  men  and  women  as  devoted  to  Him 
today  as  was  noble  John  on  the  lonely 
isle  of  Patinos.  The  fact  that  the  world 
is  growing  worse  is  no  reason  for  pes- 
simism to  Him  who  is  conscious  of  his 
rightness  with  his  God,  but  rather  a 
reason  for  him  to  shout  for  joy,  for  we 
are  told  that  the  return  of  our  Ijord  will 
never  be  “except  there  come  ^ falling 
away  first,  and  that  man  of  sin  be  re- 
vealed, the  son  of  perdition.”— 2 Thes. 
2:3.  If,  therefore,  the  seeming  declen- 
sion in  righteousness  is  a sign  that  His 
return  is  drawing  nigh,  I can  but  shout 
for  joy,’  for.  Oh,  I do  long  to  see  His 
Holy  Face!  Bight  relationship  with 
my  God  gives  mb  triumphing  faith,  and 
that  makes  me  then  an  optimist. 

But,  lest  I weary  you,  I must  stop. 
My  conclusion  is  this:  Since  I have 
found  the  causa  of  my  pessimism  and 
my  optimism,  I have  resolved,  by  the 
grace  of  God,  to  be  truer  to  my  Lord, 
and  to  all  that  is  right  in  days  that 
are  to  come,  than  I have  ever  been,  and 
that  I will,  whenJ  see  sin  in  others,  turn 
the  Xrav  on  my  own  self  and  life,  for 
I know  now  the  hiding  place  of  my  own 
pessimism.

Thi»  world  famous  woman  Terentiy  I 
celebrated  her  ninetieth  birthday  at 
her  home  in  London,  receiving  many 
congratulatory  letters  snd  telegram* 
from  parta  of  the  world.  No  word* 
are  needed  to  tell  of  her  devotioa  to 
the  soldiers  in  the  Crimean  War,  when 
by  aheer  force  of  will  ahe  revolnt  ionized 
the  hospitals  in  Scutari  and  aaved  many 
livea  of  the  soldiers,  who  idolized  her, 
even  kissing  her  shadow  as  it  fell  on 
the  pillow.  She  was  educated  in  nurs 
ing  by  the  Sisters  of  St.  Vincent  4c 
. Paul  in  Paris  and  nt  the  Kaiscrwortb 
Institution  on  the  Rhine.  She  went  out 
to  the  Crimea,  reaching  there  November 
4,  1854,  the  day  before  the  battle  of 
Inkermann. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  War  she 
was  represented  with  n testimonial 
fund  of  50,000  pounds  which  she 
gave  to  the  founding  of  the  Nightingale 
Home  of  8t.  Thomas  Hospital  for  the 
training  of  nurses.  Her  advice  ii  still 
sought  by  the  members  of  the  nursing 
profession  nil  over  tbs  world. 

At  her  advanced  agirher  faculties 
are  still  bright,  only  her  eyesight  hav- 
ing failed,  but  she  is  still  interested  in 
following  the  progress  of  her  work. 

She  was  the  first  -woman  to  receive 
Yhe  insignia  of  the  Order  of  Merit,  es 
tabllahed  by  Edward  VII  nt  hU 
coronation,  and  had  also  been  given 
the  freedom  of  the  City  of  London
